We met hini tliere, knell and kisse( 
the pontifical ring and then seated 
our.selv«'s before him, one to the left 
and one '.o the right. My first Im 
preseion was of a keen, alort person- 
ality. There la about Benedict XV 
some facial quality tiiat ghres Im- 
mediate notice of the tbeer brain- 
power of ue man. He baa deep let, 
snappy l>Iaek «]r«s, wbleta look at you 
Intently nnd then more . awUtly to 
read another face in the gronp. He 
has quick little gestures of the hand 
while speaking, and a rich, nervous 
voice decidedly pleasant to hear. 

The Pope spoke to us in French, 
rapidly at times yet It was easy to 
follow him. He surprised me with 
his knowledge of the names of men 
prominent lu New York and other 
American oities. First of all he 
.spoke of Archbi.shop Hayes, with 
what interest he had followed the 
career of Mew York's Arobiblshop. 
from the tlma when be was a parish 
priest up until tb* day when the 
Pope himaelf daoidad io appoint him 
to the moat Important arebdlocese 
In the new aroifd. I had cone to 
the Vatican with credentials irom 
the Archlbishop. Pope Benedict was 
most enthusiastic over his appoint- 
ment His Holiness, I found, was 
most impressed with the future of 
America. H*' shaied the astonish- 
ment of other keen students of the 
times at the war effort this country 
had made, rnd he reported that he 
had heard iioihing but words of 
praise for the American fighting 
man. 

"I have met many of your young 
fighting men," aald the Pope. "The 
Kuigtals of Columbiu seeretarles 
bring them here for andiences. They 
always Impress me irith their fine, 
vigorous youth." His Holiness then 
went over coitaln doewnenti I hand- 
ed him giving detailed statistics 
concerning the war work of the 
Knights of Columbus. His keen 
eyes scannod each page, and as he 
read figures under various divisions 
he ejaculated "Bene!" and made 
running comments which showed 
that this was not the first time he 
had studied out underUking. He 
even knew wen many ot the chap- 
lains who had gone overseas In the 
uniform of the K. of C. He spoke 
of some of them affectionately by 
name. I found, too, that His HoU- 
oesB had '.iiard of the late Joyce 
Kilmer of the New York Times. The 
Pope was quite familiar with the 
fighting traditions of the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment, and when I related to him 
that Father Duffy, the chaplain of 
the Sixty-ninth, had said, when Im- 
portuned by a newspaper man for 
an interview, that the newspaper 
man could say moat anything In Fa- 
ther Duffy's name so long as he 
didn't say anything that might of- 
fend the Pope. His Holiness laughed 
heartily, and I had an opportunity 
to observe his white teeth — although 



the answer is especially apt, or of 
the nature ot repartee, he smiles 
broadly and cries "Bravo." 

The Pope Is well aware ot the 
baseless propaganda against the 
Holy See lov Its attitude during the 
war; but he is quite sati.sfied that 
time will prove tlic wisdom and 
justice of Ills coiir.se which was one 
of strict neutrality throughout and 
a firm condemnation of the break 
log ot the laws ot war The official 
louraat ot the Vatican' has prepared 
an article etating the Pope's posi- 
tion thronghont the 'waf, which 
when read in cold t>lood by many of 
those who excitably made accusa- 
tions, the Holy See, during the iwar, 
will convince them that the Holy 
Father did tverythin^ In his power 
to mltlgato the horrors of war for 
those poor unfortunates upon whom 
Ihesf horror.s fell with usual 
\ iiili iii H. His Ih)liness was Ihor- 
miMlil.\ ;i(i|uainte(l with all that was 
tx'ing siiiii concerning the League of 
Nations. He did not discuss the 
league, nor did lie discuss the Peace 
Treaty, but he did applaud warmly 
the utterance made by Supreme 
Knight James A. Flaherty ot the K. 
of C. when ba lined up the iBnlshts 
against Bolsherlun and all other 
manifestations of extreme radical- 
l.sm. 

"That danger is now new to Eu- 
rope," His Holiness said. "The war 
has brought It fonvard with unusual 
clearness. I think it is Just as much 
a task for the world to maintain tlie 
spiritual integrity ot the nations as 
it is to maintain their physical in- 
tegrity, for the soul of a nation 
must enjo/ freedom if a nation's 
body is to thrive. Interlereiice with 
the spiritu.ll life of a nation would 
be Just as disaetrous as iflWrCsrence 
with its political llte.^' 

I was eMer itor 'Hla A>lln«M to 
elaborate tbto thought I knew that 
if he did HO it woud giv^ the world 
information of value and of deep in- 
terest to those watching his peace- 
making. The Pope reflected for a 
moment, aud then said quite sud- 
denly: "You Americans are magnl- 
ilccnt at nrj.'nnlzatlon. It would be 
si)]< iiiii(l i! leie, Id Italy, we could 
have such in oi ganization as you re- 
present. Sudi an organization 
would achieve wonderful things for 
Italy, would serve Italy just as the 
Knights of Columbus are serving the 
United States." He spoke ot what a 
good impression the Knights ot Co- 
lumbus Clab next to the Ofinerva 
Hotel In Rome had made upon the 
Catholics of Some. Re hoped that 
some such club eonld he permanent- 
ly maintained. The people ot Rome 
were profoundly 'affected, he said, 
by the soldierly conduct of the 
American soldiers and sailors who 
were the guests of the Knights of 
Columbus in Rome and thi.s was 
true of all other parts of Italy where 
.Americans had been located. 

His Holiness expressed delight 
when I told him that Cardinal Mer- 
cler intended to visit the United 
States as tin- guest of the Knights 
of Columous. His admiration for 
Cardinal Mercier is unbounded. "I 
am sure America will receive him 
with open arms," he said. Then the 
Pope spoke in general terma of the 
coming peace. He hoped and prayed 
It would be worthy of the tnlUlona 
of young men who had perished In 
order that tt mtght «ome to the 



world. Reverting again to bis vis- 
Itors he spoke entertainingly of 
Rome, indicating some of the magni- 
ficent churches we should visit be- 
fore leaving Rome. He then went 
on to describe his pleasure in meet- 
ing President Wilson " and also 
aeemed aniuFed again when I men- 
tioned that America had never been 
given an opportunity to see that 
meeting registered in the almost 
iiblguitous movies TIh' Vatican is 
itiout the only place uninvaded by 
(he iiinvle man. He has been in the 
»;urdens, but never in the sanctum 
fianctorum. 

The Pope arose aa we arose, and 
I remember iwlnc surprised at his 
smalV atature. During the entire 
conversation! I had gathered some- 
how a subconaeionsness that I was 
talking with a man physically as big 
as his brain. His Holiness gave me 
a particular blessing for the K. of C. 
and then praised warmly the vast 
reconstruction and employment work 
undertaken by the Knights. He 
selected some tsouvenirs from a 
■mall bookcase and gave them to 
Mr. Hearn and myself, Inviting us 
to his private chapel for masa in the 
morning. Then 1m playfully bade 
us "good morning" In both Bngltsh 
and French. "Ton are going to be 
In Rome for some time," said His 
Holiness, "so we shall see much 
of each other and the next time we 
ahall talk In Italian " Outside we 
read the time aa 12:47. We had 
entered the papal study at 12:1:". It 
was rather bewildering to leave the 
presence of tlie man who holds tlie 
spiritual allegiance of more than 
three hundred million of Christians. 

On the following morning we at- 
tended mass in the Pope's private 
chapel, the modest little chapel in 
Rome, contrasting atrangely with 
the great, monmnantal churches 
with their rich marblea and precious 
paintings and other ornaments. 
Prom the Pope's hand we received 
communion, and after the mass he 
knelt through another mass of 
thanksgivlniT and then passed down 
the center aisle of the little chapel 
l)lessing those in attendance. It was 
when I lad left Rome when 1 
met Monsiicnor Ceretti in Paris that 
he informed me that the Pope had 
designated nie a Knight of St. Greg- 
ory and tliat Archbishop. Hayes 
would bestow the eymbole at knight- 
hood upon me when I returned.

At tbe annual meeting of the 
Catholic fiducaiional Association re- 
cently held in at. Louis a paper 
prepared by Hia Bminence Cardinal 
O'Connell, Arebblsbop oC Boston, 
• reating ot "The Baasonabla Umits 
of state Activity," was read by the 
Right Rev. Mflgr. John B. Peterson, 
lector or 8t John's Ecclesiastical 
B<^iiiinaiy, of 6oston, Mass. In this 
paper tlic C'urdinal takes up the 
is.siif liiiiililv wild lliose who advo- 
cate cciii Mli/iitiiiii 1)1' gcivci nnipiit, 
paitii'\ilarly as applying to educa- 
lion. He arf-iies iu a straightfor- 
ward niitnucr, that undue centraliza- 
tion is not only bound to prove 
harmful to the cause of education 
in general and rellgioiu education 
In particular, but that it is also es- 
■eatially undemoeratie, and shook! 
therefore be opposed from tha Tiew- 
point of citizenship in a democracy. 
"A glance back over tha last fifty 
years of our national exfeitence," he 
Bays, "win confirm the vi»'w, that 
we, led on by desire for centralized 
control, are drifting away from dem- 
ocratic government and, Irespad- 
ling upon the rights and libertieif 
of the citizens, are assuming func- 
tions never anticipated and neM^r in- 
tended w-len the constitution 'was 
irritten." 

The Cardinal, as indicated above, 
applies his arguments also to the 
province of education, and deplores 
the tendency towards oentralisation 
In that field in p'artleular. His 
thought was taken up by the Educa- 
tional Association, which In its ge- 
oeral meeting expressed its senti- 
ments on the <]ueBton of centralisa- 
tion as applied to the specific sphere 
In which the associatiori la Inter- 
ested, in I'le following resolution: 

"In accirdance with the words of 
the Holy Father, we Insist upon the 
freedom of CThristian education and 
uphold the rights of parents agalnet 
any tendency to Import into this 
country tbe principles or systems 
which, 'while vaunting oallmited 
liberty falsely so-called, In reality 
diminish, withhold and in every 
tray hamper the liberty of religious 
and Catholic parents as regards the 
education ot their children." 

These two daelaratlons are par- 



ticularly timely, now that the 
Bmith and Towner educatkon Ijills 
are pending In the Senate and the 
House of Representatives of the 
Congress. These bills favor the 
creation ot a Oapartment of Gduca- 
U«n, as aaot)>«r arm ot the IMoral 
Oovemment, and thus foster the 
tendency towards a daagarous oen- 
tralisatlOB. Tha expression «t the 
Cardinal and the raaolotloa ot the 
convention thoretora deae r ve spaelal 
attention. 

Dk! logical conclusion to be de- 
rived from conviction ibased on «uch 
declaration;! is that the tendency to- 
wards centialixaton, particularly in 
the matter Ot adveatloB, shoold be 

oppo.sed. 

Since tlie bills menacing the 
rights of parents and the freedom 
of education ara stiH pending in 
congress, there Is yet an opportuni- 
ty to defeat this lajaroas legislation 
by prompt, peialatMit aad organised 
effort. An mvoiaratlon ot arga- 
maats against th« emith aad Towner 
MHs Is offerad In a pamphlet pre- 
pared for and published by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of the Central Society. 
The pamphlet Is entitled: "For the 
Freedom of Educaton," and is In- 
tended for >;ratis (iistrilmlion. All 
who are intf'reste<l in the defeat of 
the bills threatening the fre<;dom of 
education will do well to apply to 
the Central Ihireau (201 Temple 
building St. Louis), for copies o< the 
pamphlet. It should serve to In- 
spire many to act In the Interest of 
the piesenratlon ' at tiie rights of 
parents, ot tha rights ot tho Indivi- 
dual fltatas, and the ao leas sacred 
rights ot the ehnrch.

The BaTlDga DIvMoa of the 
United States Treaaory Department 
has made public the terms by which 
the Government will make payment 
on war savings stamps in the event 
of tha owner's daalli. The terms 
provide that It tiie decedent leaves 
a wHl whlflh la admitted ta probate, 
or if he dies without malting a will 
and the estate, is admMatered in 
court, payment of the decedent's 
savings cetlflcate whiall be made only 
to "duly appointed repreRentative of 
the estate." Adiniait^ratiom will be 
required before payment is made on 
a savings tcrtlflcate in all cases 
where the gross p«m'S(»ji:i1 e?^tate of 
the deceased owner exceeds $500 in 
value, unless the estate of .such de- 
cedent is exempt from admlnlatra- 
ti<m under iite laws of the doeeaaed 
person's State. SImqM there be no 
legal roprsaoitaiHTe ot an oatato the 
obrtlfloata will 4>e paid to persons 
who are OQUltaMy entitled in the 
opinloB ot tbe Secretary of the 
Treasury in Mie foHowiog order of 
classes: Husband, wife, next ot kin, 
or other person wtio has preferred 
claims agalnet the estate, or creditor 
for funeral exp«uMa or expenses of 
the decedent's laft Illness.

One does not expect a Kiea! deal 
of sanity from Senator Slierman, of 
Illinois Tt is almost an insult to 
our i(>a<lerii to comment on any ac- 
tion of this geutleinan. His latent 
outbreak .s such an insult to Catho- 
lic.') that we he.sitato to pass it 1>\ . 
In answer to a letter from Dean 
Ballentine, oi the University of II- 
llnoU. reiiuestlng him to eodorsethe 
League ot Naitlons, he cbargea that 
there Is danger that the Vatl^ be- 
coma the dominating power la the 
league. He also reminds the (Dean 
t^at the Pope Is reactionary and 
that If he dominate the league the 
world will go back to the Middle 
.\ges. It would be Interi-.stiiig to 
ask Senator Sherman throu>rh what 
particular nation the Pope i.i going 
to dominate the I.,eague of Nations. 
We do not believe that the .Senator 
woai<l so So far as to way that the 
I'ope is f^oing to dominate the 
I'nited .States. L^k to Euiope. 
Has the Pope dominated the Tiger 
of France? It is true that practi- 
cally all the ]feo9i» ot France are 
Catholics, but it Is eqoally tmo that 
Clemenceau Is thetr aioknowledged 
leader and we have not leanied that 
the Premier is a man so easily dom- 
inated a<nd ceitaiirty not by the 
Pope. The people of Italy are 
Catholics, but the Italian Govern- 
ment is in open opposition to the 
Catholic ohuroh. The only other 
Catholic nations in Kuiope aie Aus- 
tria and Spain. It is (niite oeitain 
that Austria will not take a leading 
part in the League <i: .Nations and 
Spain is only a secondary power. 
This much for the charge that Sen 
a tor Sherman so atnpidly makes. 

Suppose that tho P<9e abould 
have a large Influence over the Lea- 
gue of Nations. The attitude of the 
Vatican throughout the war has 
plainly indicated that the Pope 
knows only one thing as between 
nations and that is justice. When 
appealed to by either side that he 
Hid them by his prayers, his con- 
stant answer wa,s that his only pray- 
er was for peace Throughout the 
whole war the Vatican was ab.solute- 
ly neutral. It used its every effort 
to furthar an honeat and lasting 
peace. It favored neither side. It 
condemned acts of atfodty on one 
side Just as quickly as it did on an- 
other. It Senator Sherman would 
Judge the Vatican in the lights of 
history ot two thouaand yftars he 
mlsht be well satlsfled with the 
League of Nations If the Vatican 
did dominate. The Catholic churcih 
has always stood for a Just peace 
and the rights of civilization. 

Few people take Senator .Sheriiiaii 
seriously. He certainly ha.s not 
helped <bimself or his cause by in- 
sulting the Catholic people of the 
world. It is unfortunate that a man 
of his tgrpe sfaontd occupy a seat in 
the greatest deliberative ibody in the 
world.
